General Schefield on the Whittaker . 
Mutilation Case. 


WasuInGton, November 12 —The annu: i 
of military department comma: 
ers were made public to day. Gene ral ree 
gur, commandi:g the department of th e 
<out ve reports the health of the troops at al} 
pests in bis department as excellent. The 
rarrisors at Fort Barrancas and Key West 
were removed for sanitary reasons to Little 
tock and Tampa Fla, but will be re 
rurned to their proper stations December 1 
i880.

The report of General! Schofield,command- 
ing the department ef West Point, is 
mainiy deyoied to thecaseofCadet W hitta- 
ker, on whom the alleged outrage was com- 
mitted in April last. General Scbofield says 
the frandulent character cf 
fully demonstrated within 
hours Gf its discovery. Indeed, the fraud was 
so transparent that it could not ®ave pos 
sihly escaped almost immediate detection. 
The investigation made by Colonel Laselle | 


qualified to judge, that there was no ground 
lor even suspicion that any other 
cadet than Whittaker participated in or 
bac any knowledge of the outrage. There 
port then reviews the proceedings of the 
court of inguiry inthe Whittaker case and 
then the result, and makes the following re- 
marks with regard to the treatment of 
colored cadets at West Point in general: 
“Every lawful rigbt of colored cadets has 
been securely guarded by the 
fficers of the academy and 
they have invariably been treated 
Wito great kindnessand indulgence. Their 
-ocial relations with their fellow-cadets, 
howcver, have not been what they appear 
‘o have been led toexpect. The military 
liscipline is not an effective means of pro- 
moting social intercourse or of overcoming 
social preiedice. On the contrary, it en 
forces the association of white cadets with 
their coiored eompanions, to which they 
had never been accustomed before they 
came from home, and 
pears to have destroyed 
hi sposition which before existed ‘te 
indulge in such association. Doubiless this 
was (rue in part to the bad persoffal character 
‘f some young colored men sent to West 
Point, and in part to the natural 
reaction against an attempt to gov- 
ern social intercourse by military 
regulations. The military accademy 
cannot be made a favorable place at whic b 
'o first introduce social intercourse be- 
tween the white and black man. West 
Point will at most only follow the example | 
of the country at large in this respect, and 
it does not seem a reasonable expectation 
that young men of the race so recently 
emerged from a state of slavery could com- 
pete successfully with those who have inheri- 
red the strength gained in many generations 
of freedom enjoyed by their ancestors, and 
it was an act of doubtful kindnes: to the 
colored race to force them into such une 
qualcompetition, The authorities of the 
military academy cannot even’ attempi to 
establish social rules different from those 
which prevail among the people of the 
United States, whose sons are sent to West 
Point for military education. The difficulty 
urrounding this subject is aggravated 
by the somewhat common = error 
of ascribing it to the un~easonable pre} judice 
against race orcolor. The prevailing ‘‘pre- 
jidice” is ratber a just aversion to 
qualities which the people of the United 
States have long been accustomed to asso- 
ciate with a state of slavery and intercourse 
without marriage, of which color and its 
various shades are only external signs. 
Chat feeling could not be removed by the 
simple act of enfranchising the slave. It 
can only bedone by the education and 
moral elevation of the race. That great work 
nas only been commenced and it must of 
recessity require much time, To send 
to West Point for four years competition a 
young man who wasborn in slavery is to 
wsume that half a generation has been 
-ufficient to raise a colored man to a social, 
noral and intellectual level which the av- 
erage white wan has reached in several 
handred years. Av well might a common 
farm horse be entered in a four mile race 
sgainst the best blood inherited from a long 
ine of English racers. The natural result 
f such a false assumption was fairly 
iilustrated in the recent anfortunate case of 
the colored cadet Whittaker. The education 
a: d elevation of the newly enfranchised 
race is a work wortby the united efforts of 
‘il good citizens, but that work cannot be 
advahced. It must rather be retarded b 
foreing colored men into an official position 
for which they have not yet become duly 
qualified, or into social relations where they 
eannot be freely eoeomes The colored 
man cannot be truly free until he becomes 
extraneous aid and the

St. PetrerssucG, November 12 —All the 
nihilists tried for being implicated in plots 
against the life of the czar have been found 
guilty. Five of them have been sentenced 
to death and eleven to hard labor in the 
mines, their terms of punishment ranging 
from life to fifty vears.
